BY A FATAL WIND. 


Sixty Mile Gale Strikes City 
and Causes Widespread 
' Damage and Many 


Injuries. 


HUGE SIGN KILLS ONE MAN 


Thomas D. Henderson, Walking 
Past Princess Skating Rink 
in Madison Street, Is 
the Victim. — 


Death came to one man in a remarkable. 


60 mile gale that swept Chicago late yester- 


| day afternoon. He was struck by @ huge 


street sign that was hurled down by a gust of 
wind. Several other persons suffere@ in- 
juries from like sources and a large property 
loss was inflicted, whem the entire city is 
considered. 

The wind, which came in dashes that were 
ali but irresistible, reached the highest ve- 
locity recorded in the weather office for a 
year. It was one of the worst in the records 
of the office. It was confined, practically, to 
Chicago and its immediate suburbs. 

Late in a cheerless and dark day the rain 
that had been falling fitfully stopped. Fora 
few minutes the sun shone out and the clouds 
lifted in the weet, letting in the gun’s rays. 
Then, as light clouds again gathered, the 
wind rose rapidly, gust after gust hurtling 
over the city from the southwest. The wind 
remained extraordinarily. high for several 
hours, falling to a forty mile speed by 10 
Dp. ™. At2 a.m. it etill wes blowing a gale. 


The Dead. 


HENDERSON, THOMAS D., 25 years old, 531

Huge Sign Is Fatal. 

The fatality to Henderson was the result 
of the city’s policy in allowing huge signs 
to overhang the sidewalks, though in this 
case, the police say, the sign was protected 
by an injunction, For four years Hender- 
son had been employed by the Morgan & 
Wright company. While on his way home 
at 5 p. m. he passed in front of the Princess 
Roller Skating rink. A sign, said to be owned 
by the American Posting Service company, 
was blown down and struck him on the head. 

He was found to bé unconscious when the 
sign was lifted by pedestrians. He died at 
the county hospital at 9 o’clock while physi- 
cians were endeavoring to revive him. A 
letter bearing the name of Thomas H. Hen- 
derson, 2732 West Fulton street, his cousin, 
was found in his clothing at the hospital. 

A pdliceman went to the house in West 
Fulton street and learned that Thomas H. 
Henderson was at home and uninjured. The 
latter told the police that Thomas D. Hen- 
derson, his relative, lived at 531 Jackson 
bqulevard, and the identification followed. 

he police of the Lake street station started 
an investigation of other signs on buildings 
adjoining the Princess rink. They were un- 
able to learn when the huge sign which fell 
and killed Henderson was placed on the 
building. 

Property owners in the vicinity of the rink 
recently petitioned the city officials to cause 
the large signs over the building to be re- 
moved. The city has been restrained by an 
injunction giving the Gunning system and 
the Posting Service company the right to 
erect the signs. 


Other Signs Blown Down. 

The'sign at Princess rink was not the only 
one which was blown down. One fell at Har- 
rison and Dearborn streets, being torn com- 
pletely from its hangings. It extended fifty 
feet into each street, havifig been erected 
when an old building was torn down. Many 
pedestrians had narrow escapes In this case. 
This sign also was owned by the American 
Posting Service company. 

In front of the building at 191 West Ran- 
dolph street the sign was torn from its 
fastenings and hurled to the walk. The 
police were notified that several persons had 


‘been injured, and a patrol wagon was sent in 


haste. It was found that no one was hurt, 
but the windows of the building were ghat- 
tered. ° 

_ & large wooden “ bill of fare " sign in front 
of a restaurant at Halsted and West Twelfth 
streets turned severalsomersaulte and landed 
on the opposite side of the street. Another 
huge billboard, forty feet long, was blown to 
the street at Jackson boulevard and Fifth 
avenue. Firemen cleared the débris. 


‘Heavy Loss at Steel Plant. 

The greatest property damage inflicted was 
at the plant of the Illinois Steel company in 
South Cuicago. An open hearth furnace 
around which many men were working was 
heard to groan and creak in the gale. The 
workers were warned to flee, s.ardly had 
they reached places of safety when the struo- 
ture fell. .The loss was $50,000.

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FIGHT BANKS’ NEW CHARGES. 


Manufacturers to Take Legal Ac- 
tion Under Anti-Trust Law. 


LOSE BY TOLL ON CHECKS, 


Say Paying for Collection Would Cost 
$25,000 a Day. 


Action which may materialize in prosecu- 
tion of Chicago bankers in the federal courts 
for violation of the anti-trust law was be- 
guh yesterday by the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association. The manufacturers are 
aroused at the recent decision of the Chicago 
Clearing House association that all its banks 
charge a tax for the collection of out of town 
ehecks. This formerly has been done with- 
out cost to Chicago tradesmen. 

At a meeting of the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation at the Midday club resolutions were 
adopted authorizing Attorney Levy Mayer, 
its counsel, to take steps to combat the 
charge and\to begin legal action if neces- 
sary. Mr. Mayer submitted an opinion stat- 
ing what he considered the powers of the 
association in the matter... Although this 
opinion was not given out, members of the 
agsociation admitted that legal action on 
the grounds of violation of the anti-trust 
law is contemplated. 


Hold Joint Conference Today. 

The ultimatum of the manufacturers will 
be submitted to the bankers at a meeting 
of two committees representing the two or- 
ganizations at thé Chicago National bank 
today at noon. Representatives of the op- 
posing interests are firm in their positions 
and a break between the two organizations 
is expected. 

Y By the schedule of exchange rates sent 
to the manufacturers by the different banks 
a charge of from 1-10 to % of 1 per cent is 
to be made for collections of out of town 
checks, the amount varying according to 
the remoteness from Chicago. This, the man- 
ufacturers say, would amount to $25,000 per 
day, a total loss to them and clear profit to 
the banks, unless they could get the addi- 
tional charge from their customers, which 
they say they could not do without endan- 
gering their business prosperity. They base 
their hope of legal redress on the possibility 
of proving a collusion on the part of the 
bankers in violation of the provision of the 
anti-trust law preventing an agreement to 
fix prices. 

Bankers Say Cause Is Just. 

Representatives of the bankers are skep- 
tical as to any possibility of their meeting 
any legal obstacle to their action. 

“They have no legal ground to stand on,” 
said Orson Smith, president of the Clearing 
House association. “ We have as much right 
to charge more for out of town collections 
as they have to charge more for a pair of 
shoes. This is done in other h'« cities and in- 
variably it is met with the «5..¢ opposition 
as it hes here, but the resul< sas been the 
same. The tnanufacturers have seen the jus- 
tice of it and have become reconciled. We 
have been losing money steadily by these free 
collections and there is no rason why it 
should continue.” 

F. W. Upham of the Uphem-Aiger Lum- 
ber company was confident that the manu- 
facturers could compel either a lowering or 


} the abolition of the bank charges. 


‘This promises to be ruinous to our bust- 


| ness,” said Mr. Upham, “and there is no 


4 reason why we 


submit to it. The 
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association has authorized Mr. Mayer to 
act, and I have no doubt that he will act.” 


Hopes for an Agreement, 

A. C. Bartlett of the firm of Bartiett, Fra- 
zier & Carrington, said he believed an agree- 
ment would be reached. He expressed no 
opinion about the legal status of the matter, 
but said he believed the bankers were justi- 
fied in making a moderate charge. 

‘When an out of town buyers pays his 
bill, he is paying it only in part If he sends 
a check on an out of town bank,” said Mr, 
Bartlett. “It is reasonable that the bankers 
should make a charge for collegting this and 
it is not unreasonable that the buyer should 
be asked to pay the charge.” 

That the out of town charge is common in 
other cities, and on that account justifiable 
in Chicago, was the opinion of John G. Shedd 


41 of Marshall Field & Co. 


H. C. Staver of the Staver Carriage com- 


pany, while declaring emphatically that he 


considered the charges of the bankers ex- 
cessive, expressed hope of a settlement with- 


‘out legal action. 


“The manufacturers are better able to 
stand a charge of this kind now than they 
would be in a dull year,’ said Mr. Staver, 
‘*but in providing for their future interests 
they should try to compel a lowering of the 
rates. I hear that charges are made in St. 
Louis and New York, though, ef course, this 
should not bind Chicago.” .

After probing Dr. Cheney was able to 
trace the course of the bullet. The wound 
was of such a character that there was little 
bleeding. Mr. Edwards’ whiskers and his

Door Unbolted from Inside. 

Cc. A. Hiller denied any kno e.of Ed- 
wards’ movements after he retired last night, 
Margaret Reynolds, the cook, 
she had found the rear cellar uoor open on 
arising this morning and the gas burning in 
the dining room, which is in the basement. 
The gas had been extinguished by her on re- 
tiring last night. The cellar door had been 
fastened by two heavy bolts which could be 
opened only on the inside. 

Later in the day a servant living with Mrs. 
Sarah G. Peck at 118 College street said she 
heard three shots early this morning, but 
paid no heed to them, as she thought it some 
student prank. 

Various theories are advanced to accbunt 
for the death of Edwards. One was that 
dn a fit of despondency over family troubles 
he committed suicide and that C. A. Hiller, 
on discovering this, had in the first mo- 
ments of his excitement hidden the weapon, 
hoping thereby to save the family the dis- 
grace and publicity attendant upon the 
truth coming out. Hiller spent the greater 
part of this evening at police headquarters, 
where he was closely questioned, but he 
did not make known any further details 
than those he had given when the body was 
found. 

Still Insist on Apoplexy. 

(Medical opinions differ as to the probabil- 
ity of the shot being self-inflicted. A. Maxcy 
Hiller, the other brother-in-law of the dead 
man, said tonight that he did not believe it 
Was a case of murder or suicide, but that the 
wound was caused by an abscess and that 
death was due to apoplexy. He stated tliat he 
had seen his brother-in-law last evening, and 
apparently he did not have a care on his 
mind. He stated that the relationship be- 
tween himself and Edwards had been most 
intimate and friendly. 

The Hiller house, which is reported to be 
200 years old, was put under police sur- 
veillance tonight. Since the death of Ed- 
Wards it became known that for several 
weeks the members of the family had been 
searching for a missing will which it is 
claimed. had been drawn by Mra. Hiller be- 
fore her death, and which it is alleged could 
not now be found. This had caused consid- 
erable hard feeling in the family. 

Mrs. Edwards arrived in this city tonight. 
According to his brother-in-law Edwards 
was a large operator in Wall street. He wasa 
lineal descendant of Jonathan Edwards, the 
famous theologian. 


WITNESS IN $TUPOR FROM FEAR | 


Boy’s Mysterious Condition Delays 
Trial of Dentist Accused of Fa- 
ther-in-Law’s Murder. 


Northport, L. I., Jan. 3.—[Special. ]}—Two of 
the most important witnesses for the prose- 
ecution in the Bartley T. Horner murder case 
were not available at the trial of Dr. James 
W. Simpson, charged with the murder, today. 
Dr. Isaiah Frank, one of the Northport phy- 
sicians who attended Mr. Horner after the 
shooting, was not on hand, and Frank Wis- 
newski, the Polish stable boy, who was the 
only eyewitnesstof the shooting, lay in a 
Northport hotel almost in a complete stupor, 
District Attorney Furman after wasting most 
of the day on comparatively unimportant 
testimony, was willing to arrange an ad- 
journment until Monday. 

The case of the Polish stable boy is most 
perplexing to the physicians and officials. 
None of them can explain the boy’s strange 
condition. WBither it is pure fright, they say, 
@ kind of nervous paralysis induced by dread 
of the law courts, or fear of his: employer, 
or it is a condition of hypnosis. 

“The boy lived in fear of Dr. Simpson,” 
said Mrs. Horner, the widow of the dead 
man,today. “ Dr. Simpson went to him after 
the shooting and said: ‘ Frank, remember 
you're a friend of mine.’ After the boy left 
the stand at the inquest I said to him that I 
didn't understand how he could testify as he 
had, and he said tome: ‘ Mrs. Horner, I’m 
atraid I'll be poisoned or killed.’ I persuaded 
him that he was in nedanger. Then he went 
back to the stand and gave the testimony 
regarding Mr. Horner's statement.” 

“Tt is one of the most remarkable cases 
that ever came under my observation,” said 
District Attorney Furman. “ Wher I trieé@ 
to talk to him yesterday afternoon he seemed 
witerly unable to reply to my questions. 
There was every indication of sincere effort 
to respond. but some remarkable if not. mys- 
terious influence restrained him. I stuck 
pins into his legs, but he uppeared to have 
no sense of feeling, even while apparently 
conscious.”

Passing of John A. McCall. 

John A. McCall in retiring loses his $100,000 
job, but the New York Life saves half that 
amount ennually in the salary it will pay its 
few president, Alexander E. Orr. 

It is uncertain whether Mr. Orr will retain 
the presidency beyond April 1 next, when Mr. 
McCall's term would have expired. The new 
president is a retired merchant of this city, 
president of the rapid transit commission, a 
former president of the chamber of com- 
merce, and a director in many danancial and 
philanthropic institutions.

President Orr said that the fact that the 
president’s salary had bten reduced to 
$50,000 did not mean that the salaries of other 
officers would be reduced in the same pro- 
portion. 

“ The resignation of Mr. McCall was passed 
unanimously,’’ said Mr. Orr, “ because it was 
his desire that it so be accepted. Inever have 
attended a meeting of trustees who ex- 
pressed more genuine regret at losing the 
service of such a commendable president.” 

In. addition to appointing* a successor to 
McCall the board of trustees also cut down 
the number of second vice presidents, so that 
hereafter there will be two of these officers 
instead of three. 


Man Not Infallible—McCall. 


John A. McCall was president of the New 
York Life for fourteen years. In his letter 
of resignation he said: 

“In the period of my service as president 
-I have made mistakes. It is easy to see mis- 
takes after events have fully developed the 
situation, but when facing great problems 
daily it is not easy to be inerrant. My errors 
probably seem greater to me today than they 
seem to any even tolerably just critic; but, 
notwithstanding that, I am not without com- 
fort. My consolation comes from these con- 
siderations: 

“First, the unprecedented achievements 
of the company; second, that no officer or 
trustee has profited improperly during that 
time to the extent of a dollar at the expense 
of the policy holders. 

** At the close of 1905, we have added, net, to 
the company as it stood at the end of 1891, a 
volume of outstanding insurance which, in 
round figures, equals $1,480,000,000. This 
total, thered in fourteen years, approxi- 
mates the entire outstanding insurance of the 
Mutual Life at the close of its sixty-second 
year, and is close, indeed, to the outstanding 
insurance of the Equitable at the close of its 
forty-sixth year.

Senator Elsberg said that imputations more 
grave rested on state legislatures; also, it 
would have been better if some one other 
than Senator Brackett, who, had vigorously 
opposed Depew’s election, had presented the 
resolution. He moved that the resolution be 
tabled, to be taken up on one day’s notice. 

Senator Brackett said Mr. Elsberg had 
touched on a tender subject—legislative cor- 
ruption—whfh would have to be taken up 
before the adjournment of the legislature. 
The insurance investigating committee, he 
declared, did not touch the bribery of legis- 
lators. He offered to withdraw the resolu- 
tion, with the intention of reintroducing it,

Higgins’ Message on Insurance. 

The governor says: 

“The eyes of the whe world are now 
turned towards New York, and if this legisla- 
ture does not produce an insurance law which 
shall be drastic but practicable, radical but 
sane, in a spirit which shall be courageous 
but not hysterical, it will fall to meet the 
expectations of those who have confidence in 
the ability of popular government to solve its 
own problems as they arise. 

‘‘ Future effective action-by congress or the 
federal government is not probable, and the 
possibility. of such action should: not retard 
for an instant the work of the state. 

** While life insurance has received almost 
exclusive attention, it cannot be assumed that 
other corporations: dealing in indemnity and 
investment ‘contracts have been blameless, 
and a word of caution may not be amiss re- 
garding assessment associations, accident in- 
surance companies, cotperative fire insurance 
companies, and the like. Better allow free 
and unregulated insurance than permit such 
concerns to exist under laws which do not 
protect our citizens, but enable the promoter 
of doubtful schemes to beguile the investor 
to financial disappointment and fatten him- 
self on false promises and deluded hopes. 

“ You will be called upon to make a radica) 
revision of the law for the benefit of investors

WIFE WINS A LONG SUIT. 


GEORGE F. HARDING’S CALIFOR- 
NIA DECREE SET ASIDE. 


Supreme Court of That State Re. 
mands Case, Which in Effect Ase 
serts Validity of Divorce and $6,400 
Yearly Alimony Secured by Woman 
in Chicago—Costs and Arrears Will 
Amount to $50,000, Which Beaten 
litigant Will Have to Pay. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 
The Supreme.court of California has obeyed 
the mandate of® the Supreme court’of the 
United .States and handed down a decision 
remanding the Harding divorce case to the 
Superior court of San Diego county for 
further proceedings. 

George F.. Harding was resident of Illinois 
In 1897 and was reputed to be worth $4,000,- 
000.. His wife sued for divorte and was suc- 
cessful, being awarded $6,400 a year alimony 
for the support of hersélf and their three 
chdren. Harding later moved from Chi- 
cago to San Diego, where he brought suit 
for divorce on the ground of desertion, de- 
claring that the Illinois divorce was by con- 
sent. He was awarded a decree, and Mrs. 
Harding appealed to fhe Supreme court of 
California, which affirmed the decree of the 
San Diego court. She then carried the case’ 
to the United States Supreme court, alleging 
that the courts of this state had not given 
the decree of the Illinois courts the faith 
and credit prescribed by the constitution. 

Her appeal was successful, and In revers- 
ing the decision of the California courts the 
United States Supreme court held that the 
decree of the Illinois court established the 
separation then existing as conclusive and 
operated to prevent the same separation from 
constituting willful desertion on the part 
of the wife. It also declared that in putting 
aside the decree of the Illinois courts the 
courts of California had violated the can- 
stitution of the United States. 

Harding now will have to pay all the costs 
and arrears in alimony which amount ‘to 
over $50,000. 


HOT SCOLD FOR LUCIEN YOUNG. 


Bonaparte Concurs in Judge Advocate’s 
Disapproval of Court Findings in 
Bennington Commander’s Case. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—Secretary of 
the Navy Bonaparte, in his review of the 
trial of Commander Young of the Benning- 
ton on which a boiler exploded in San Diego 
harbor last July, approves the recommenda- 
tion of the judge advocate. He does not 
concur in the finding of the court which found 
Commander Young guilty of “ remissness in 
the performance of duty,’’ and failed to find 
him guilty of the charge of *‘ neglect of duty.”’ 
Secretary Bonaparte is now preparing the 
letter of reprimand to Commander Young. 

The judge advocate in announcing his non- 
concurrence in the finding of the court says: 
“ After careful and pginstaking considera- 
tion of the evidence adduced, this office does 
not concur in the findings of the court nor 
in a number of the court’s rulings upon the 
admission of evid.nce. In order, however, 
that Commander Young may not go wholly 
unpunished, it is recommended, as best sub- 
serving the ends of justice, that the proceed- 
ings, finding upon specification 5, and the 
sentence be approved, and that the findings 
upon specifications 1, 2, 3, 4, and 6 be disap- 
proved.”’ 

The. remissness in the performance of duty 
is based on the finding upon specification 5, 
which alleged that Commander Young failed 
to approve the emooth steam log of the Ben- 
nington for the months of November, De- 
cember, 1904, and January, February, April, 
May, and June, 1905, prior to the explosion 
on board that ship last July.

| ATTORNEYS DISCUSS PLANS FOR 


+ PUTTING IT INTO EFFECT. 


Lawyers Knight and Joline Meet in 
New York and Talk Over Provisions

New York, Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—Clarence A. 
Knight of Chicago, legal adviser. of Charies 
Tyson Yerkes, and Adrian H. Joline, counsel 
of the Central Trust company of this city, 
which is made trustee of Yerkes’ estate, met 
at Mr. Joline’s office this morning and had a 
long conference in which they discussed the 


| terme of the will, and the stepe to be taken 


to carry out tte provisions. Neither Mr. 
Knight nor Mr. Joline cared to discuss the 
details of what will be done, but it Is learned 
the estate will rest practically as it is now 
until the death of Mrs. Yerkes. » 

Small bequests, by which Mr. Yerkes gave 
sums of money to his secrétary, Louis Owe- 
ley, relatives, old servants, and the Yerkes 
observatory, will be paid in the near future, it 
is learned. 

Mr. Joline as counsel of the trust company 
will have, subject to the advice and di- 
rection of Mrs. Yerkes, Mr. Owsley, and the 
IHinois Trust and Savings bank. Mr. Knight, 
who is tamiliar.with all Yerkes’ affairs, will 
act with Joline. 


Art Action in Abeyance. 


It is learned that until Mrs. Yerkes decides 
when the galleries shall be made available 
for public use under control of the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art, the museum will take 
no steps. She has not yet given expression as 
to whether she will turn the houses and their 
contents over to the museum during her life- 
time. It is believed, however, that she will 
do so, as it is understood that Mrs. Yerkes 
hardly cares to remain in the great house at 
Fifth avenue and Sixty-eighth street, which 
was constructed and designed for an art gal- 
lery rather than a home. 

The establishment of a great hospital in 
The Bronx, as made clear in the will itself, 
will be deferred perhaps a number of years. 
Until the death of Mrs, Yerkes, or Charles E. 
Yerkes, or his sister, Mrs. Rondinella, there 
will be no endowment fund or money for the 
building. 

Mr. Yerkes’ estate already carefully invest- 
ed, is far more likely to increase in value than 
decrease, amd by the time the Yerkes hospital 
corporation is formed there is a likelihood 
that it will have much more money than now 
is estimated can be applied to it—from $5,000,- 
000 to $8,000,000. Yerkes had in mind for 
years before he died the establishment of a 
great free hospital. 


Held Money in Trust. 


‘Mr. Yerkes, many years before he died, 
was planning how to do the most good with 
his money,’’ said Mr. Knight. ‘** There wasa 
lot of Quaker left in him, and a good, broad 
stratum of religion, which hig struggles for 
fortune hadn't taken out 6f him and which 
cropped out at times. He said to me one time: 
‘The money I have made I don’t consider my 
own at all. I ani merely holding it in trust 
for the public good—to do as much good with 
as I can.’ 

A friend of the family said in regard to the 
question as to why the bequests to the son 
and daughter were comparatively small: 

‘* Neither Charles E. Yerkes nor Mrs. Ron- 
dinella are used to great wealth, and each 
has lived modestly and plainly. Charles E. 
Yerkes’ income annually is perhaps not more 
than $5,000 and Mrs. Rondinella’s not more 
than that sum. Besides, Mr. Yerkes’ philan- 
thropic plans dominated him.” 

It is repeated emphatically by Mr. Knight 
and Mr. Owsley that the will Just made pub- 
lic is his last will. All the talk of his having 
considered making another will since last 
May they characterized as nonsense. Mr. 
Yerkes signed no checks at the Waldorf 
while he was ill, Mr. Owsley and Mr. Knight 
declared.

APOLOGY IS-NOT ENOUGH. 


S South American Republie Must 
Recognize Diplomat Distaste- 
ful to Its President. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O*LAUGHLIN., 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.J— 
Again Venezuela has come to the fore asa 
disturber of American peace. What France 
vows is her last note to President Castro’s 
government in connection with the now fa- 
mous Taigny incident was cabled today by 
Secretary Root to Minister Russell for pre 
sentation to the doughty little chief executive 
of the South American republic. 

France has indicated that she will wait only 

a few days for an answer, and if none should 
come or should it be negative, she will carry 
out the threat made long ago to blockade 
the Venezuelan ports. 
It is.a’ course which is being looked upon 
with equanimity by the administration. 
Secretary Root has exhausted his good of- 
fices in an effort to induce President Castro 
“te resume official relations with M. Taigny, 
who is the French charge d'affairés in Cara- 
eas. President Castro takes the position he 
has the right, under international law, to 
Bay whether a foreign diplomatic representa- 
-tive is acceptable to him or not. In order to 
placate the French government, but more 
particularly to show his appreciation of the 
attitude of the United States, he withdrew 
the note severing relations with the French 
charge d’affairés, which the government at 
Paris considered so objectionable. He is 
willing to receive any other person than M. 
Taigny who may be sent to represent the 
French government. But M. Taigny he will 
hot have. He showed his hostility to this 
French diplomat on New Year’s day when he 
failed to include him in the list of diplomats 
invited to the New Year's reception at the 
Yellow house. President Loubet was more 
ecourteous and received the Venezuelan min- 
ister in Paris. 


Insult Must Be Wiped Out. 


France takes the view that the insult which 
Castro offered her will not be wiped out unless 
President Castro receives M. Taigny. It is 
true that Castro withdrew his offensive note, 
but In order to give it effect he must enter 
into. official relations with the man in whose 
person the French government was insulted. 
The French government asserts that M. 
Taigny wrote the note which placed him in 
bad odor with President Castro under in- 
structions from Paris. France has no inten- 
tion of keeping the young diplomat in Cara- 
cas indefinitely, but it is understood will 
withdraw him shortly after he is again rec- 

ized as the French representative. 
he incident seems trivial to call for a 
threat of force, but France feels keenly the 
wkwardness of her situation, caused by the 
Rationts she has displayed in dealing with the 
question. She thinks she has bec»me the 
laughing stock of the Latin-American na- 
tions, particularly, and that vigorous action 
must be taken in order to regain her prestige. 

As a matter of fact, France has moved 
slowly in this question-in deference to the 

nited States. The relations of the French 

American people never were better than 
they are today. She fears that if force is 
resorted to a sentiment against her will de- 
velop in this country. The administration, 
however, is not holding Franceback. France 
has given ample pledges that if she is com- 
pelled to use force she will not take territory 
or infringe on the Monroe doctrine, but when 
- the reparation demanded of President Castro 
has been secured she will withdraw. 


Effect on Dominican Treaty. 

At the same time there is not an official 
of the administration who fails to appre- 
ciate that French intervention in Venezuela 
would create nervousness among the Amer- 
- lean people, and this. feeling undoubtedly 
would be useful in that it might exercise in- 
fluence upon action of the senate on the Do- 
e minican*treaty. The administration has not 
sought dn any way to make possible such 
development, but, on the contrary, earnestly 
and consistently has attempted to bring 
about a pacific settlement of the dispute. 
But neither the president nor Secretary Root 
has any doubt as to the way the wind would 
blow in the event of French action. 

So far as the Domifiican treaty is con- 
cerned, there is no question that it is in a 
parious situation. The president believes the 
republicans in the senate will vote solidly 
for it. He has succeeded in making another 
democratic recruit, so he has three demo- 
cratic senators pledged to support the con- 
vention. He needs a fourth democratic vote 
in order to have the necessary two-thirds 
majority under the constitution for ratifica- 


The president has no intention of with- 
drawing the treaty nor is he displaying any 
- lack of interest in ite fate. He considers the 
Dominican treaty as important a4 feature of 
his program as the railroad rate question 
and the Panama canal. He believes the con- 
dition of affairs now existing in the island 
republic is the best argument that can be 
‘offered in. defense of his course. He points 
tout to his callers that if this government re- 
pudiates the policy pursued hitherto there 
will be foreign intervention in the int: rcsts 
of foreign creditors. 
It is a fact that when the president inter- 
--vened last winter and negotiated the treaty 
now pending in the senate it was in conse- 
quence of representations made by the

had been an improvement in the condition 
of the Illinois river and not before that time. 
With a dilution of nearly 100 to 1, as Mr. 
Hamlin showed, there was today no ‘com- 
plaint from the inhabitants along the Illinois 
valley anywhere as to evil results of this 
disposition of Chicago drainage. 


_ Unusually Strong Point. 

An unusually strong point was made by Mr. 
Hamlin when he sbowed that the state of 
Illinois, before it Authorized the building of 
the drainage canal, made every possible in- 
vestigation as to what the results would be, 
and passed a law permitting the opening of 
the canal only when it was satisfied that the 
result would be an instantaneous improve- 
ment in the waters of the Illinois river. 

As a local argument Mr. Hamlin insisted 
that Peoria lake today was a clean Body of 
water, and that anicecompany from St. Louis 
cut ice there and sold it in St. Louis for ordi- 
nary domestic purposes. 

Oné of fhe justices laughingly suggested 
that perhaps that was where the St. Louis 
typhoid came from. ° 

Following this, the former attorney general 
laid down the principle which is conceded by 
all experts nowadays that typhoid pollution 
never comes by water from a great distance, 
but always from an immediate. epyaree of 
infection. 

Following out this line of argument, he 
showed that owing to the rapid fall in the 
Missouri river water contaminated with the 
sewage of Kansas City, where are now lo- 
cated some of the greatest packing houses in 
the world, reaches St. Louis in about four 
and one-half days. The drainage canal, he 
explained. and the Illinois river have but 
the slightest possible fall. The river spreads 
out into lakes in many cases, thus affording 
opportunities for sedimentation such as are 
not found in any other large river in the 


‘country. As a result it takes eighteen days 


for water from Chicago to reach 8t. Louis, 
thus showing how much greater are the 
chances of pollution from the Missouri than 
from the Illinois river. Besides this, the 
average life of typhoid bacillus is not suf- 
ficient to carry it from Chicago to St. Louls, 
except in isolated instances. 


Makes the Court Smile. 

Mr. Hamlin started the court on a broad 
grin by his description of the experiment 
made by the St. Louls authorities with the 
* bacillus prodigiosus.”’ He told how the 
Missouri people were alleged to Mave de- 
posited 107 barrels of forty gallons each of 
the culture of the bacillus prodigiosus in the 
drainage canal at Lemont during the after- 
noon and evening of Nov. 6, 1901. This 
bacillus, as he explained to the delight of the 
court, was an “imported animal” and was 
supposed to be a stranger to western waters. 
The Illinois authorities, he declared, how- 
ever, had found it long before the St. Louis 
people made their experiment fn Illinois and 
other rivers. 

Mr. Hamlin deacribed graphically how the 
Missouri people established intercepting 
laboratoMes at Lockport, Joliet. Peoria, 
Grafton, and at the St. Loutstntake. Sam- 
ples were taken hourly. day by day. 

Mr. Hamlin explained that this bacillus 
prodigiosus existed in the culture deposited 
in the canal in a proportion of about 1,000,- 
000,000 to a cubic centimeter. He worked up 
the curlesity of the court until all the justices 
had smiled and the people fn the room had 
laughed, when it was discovered that, out of 
the millions and billions of this imported but 
harmless bacillus secretly dumped into the 
canal at Lemont, just a single one was found 
at the S*:. Louis intake. None of these mi- 
croscopic organisms were found at the Mis- 
sour! ltaboratories Along the Illinois river, 
and the result of th® experiment was so pit!- 
fully absurd that even the Missouri lawyers 
were ashamed of it. 


St. Louis in False Position. 

Mr. Hamlin made a strong appeal to the 
court and was listened to with marked atten- 
tion when he declared that St. Louls had been 
placed below three great rivers, and it must 
take the consequence ofits location. It could 
not ask the court to enjoin a city 357 miles 
away when the people of Illinois, who were 
most idirectly interested, were not objecting, 
and when the people of St. Louls were dump- 
ing all their sewage into the already con- 
taminated Mississippi river, and thus pass- 
ing on the typhoid threat. if any existed, to 
the people In cities all along the river from 
St. Louis to the gulf, 

Mr. Hamlin concluded by declaring the 
whole ease had grown out of an ignorant 
agitation on the part of the St. Louis news- 
papers, who had not informed themselves 
of the true conditions at the time the drain- 
age canal was opened and who did not under- 
stand that that great work was merely to 
supply purer water from lake Michigan to 
dilute the sewage which hitherto had been 
undiluted, so that the drainage canal, if it 
had any effect whatever upon .8t. Louis, was 
a benefit and not an injury 

The arguments will be concluded tomor- 
row, when the Missouri attorneys will com- 
plete their inning, and John G. Drennan will 
speak in closing the Chicago end of the case. 

It was expected that the traction cases 
would come up tomorrot:, but they are so 
far down on the list that they cannot be 
reached until the latter part of next week 
at the earliest. All of the counsel are here 
on the ground preparing their case and will 
remain, in spite of the unexpected delay. 


NEW CANAL TO BE BEAUTIFIED. 


Small Park Commission Plans for North 
Shore Chennel—City Joins 
Athletic Union. 


Extensive plans are to be made by the 
metropolitan park committee of the special 
park commission for beautifying the pro- 
posed waterway through Evanston and Wi1- 
mette to connect the north branch with 
Lake Michigan. The plans will be made in co- 
operation with the sanitary district and a 
committee consisting of Frederick Greeley, 
J. P. Tracy, former Ald. Herrmann, Jens 
Jensen, Dwight Heald Perkins, and Ald, Beil- 
fuss, selected by the special park commission 
yesterday to represent the city. 

The commission will ask for an appropria- 

tion df $30,840 this year from the city, an 
increase of $8,000 over the appropriation of 
1905. 
The city of Chicago is to.join the Amateur 
Athletic union and will have a vote and a 
voice in the regulation of amateur sports 
just as high school and college associations 
do. The commission voted the membership 
fee of $10 a year.

Sunsiicnnioad of Farly Date 
for Petitions Brings Out 
' Activity. 


SOME CONTESTS LIKELY. 


Local Fights in Several Wards 


Aside from General I. M. 
0. Issue. 


Activity on the part of aldermanic candi- 
dates was brought out yesterday by the an- 
nouncement of the early date when petitions 
for places on the primary ballots must be in 
the hands of the eounty clerk. 

Early indications are that there will be 
spirited contests in the Second, Sixth, Twen- 
ty-first, Twenty-sixth, and Twenty-ninth 
wards, and probably in the First, Third, Thir- 
teenth, and Thirtieth, aside from the gen- 
eral fight which will be made for aldermen 
favorable to I. M. O. 

The First ward contest will depend on the 
ability of Coughlin’ 8 opponents to find a suit- 
able candidate against him. - Such a man, 
to have hope of success, must have consid- 
erable money and a willingness to spend it. 

In the Second ward the early prospects 
are for.a spirited partisan fight if the candi- 
dates who are being groomed are brought 
out. Ald. Thomas Dixon ie said to have 
abandoned his desire to be sheriff and to be 
willing to run for the council again as a 
candidate of the Hamill republican faction 
in: the ward. Petitions are being circulated 
for him. 

Ex-Ald. Charlies Alling fs said to be the 
candidate with whom the Hanecy faction will 
endeavor to defeat Dixon and his Hamill 
allies. Among the democrats Attorney Rob- 
ert M. Minnehan and James Savage are men- 
tioned. 


Third and Fifth Wards. 

In the Third ward politicians do not know 
whether Ald. William J. Pringle wants to 
run again or whether he will meet much op- 
position in the republican organization if he 
does. McCormick and Martin, the two demo- 
crats of the Fifth ward, have been in oppo- 
site factional camps and it is probable that 
McCormick, who is the retiring alderman, 
will be fought by Martin if he runs again. 

Ald. E. C. Potter of the Sixth ward is said 
to have decided against another term in the 
council and a number of candidates have 
expressed a willingness to take his placeif 
possible. Of these the most prominent is 


Attorney Arthur B. McCoid. 


Ald. Bernard W. Snow of the Seventh ward 
is likely to be returned without opposition 
from the republican organization. 

On the west side there ts likely to be a 
brisk contest between the republicans and 
democrats. The republicans will make a 
hard fight to take one seat away from the 
democrats at the next spring election. 


Trouble in Twenty-first. 

A political campaign without an interparty 
fight tn the Twenty-first ward would be a 
novelty and it is apparent that this season 
need not be counted on to furnish it. Just 
whom James A. Quinn will put in the field 
against any candidate who may be backed 
by. his good friend H. R. Eagle is not known. 
It is said that Mr. Eagle would be willing 
to have George Sheahan run as his candi- 
date if Mr. Sheahan wants to try for the city 
council. The republican candidate for Ald. 
McCormick's seat has not been decided on. 

Ald. Williston of the Twenty-fifth ward 
has the backing of James Rease and the re- 


publican organization and probably will have |. 


no opposition. The Twenty-sixth ward 
should see a hard democratic factional fight, 
as the I. M. O. advocates and the regular 
organization democrats are inclined to fight. 
Ald. Peter Reinberg has been leading the 
regular Organization forces, 

Ald. Walter J. Raymer of the Twenty- 
eighth ward has declared that he will not 
run again for the.council. James Reddick 
and the republican organization have been 
endeavoring to persuade him that he should, 
and although there are several petitions out 
in the district no candidate acceptable to 
the organization has appeared. 


Harder to Get Good Candidates. 


Mr. Reddick, in discussing the retirement 
of Ald.

The 
new law makes it obligatory that the man 
actively seek the office. Under the new con- 
ditions the organization will have to urge 
candidates to get their petitions in circula- 
tion and will have to take all needed steps 
before the primaries. Heretofore it has been 
possible to wait until the ward conventions 
and then select a suitable man and get his 
acceptance. 

Both republican and democratic organiza- 
tion representatives will meet with the elec- 
tion board tomorrow to discuss phases of 
the primary law and get an understanding of 
its provisions.

WALK ARM IN ARM? 


Wisconsin Senator-Elect Arrives at 
Washington Ready to Take Oath of 
Office—Senior Member from Badger 
State Offers to Do Honors in Spite 
of Political Feeling — Other Per- 
sonal Enmities Have Stirred Upper 
aed of Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—Gev. 
Robert M. La Follette of Wisconsin arrived 
here today. Tomorrow he will cease to be 
known as governor and thereafter will be 
Senator La Follette. 

The governor denied himself to newspaper 
men and all others until the card of ex-Sen- 
ator William E. Chandler of New Hampshire 
was sentup. The ex-senator was at once ad- 
mitted. They were in conference for an Nour 
or more. Mr. Chandler, like Gov. La Fol- 
lette, holds radical views on railroad rate 
legislation. Both approve the president’s 
policy in this respect; and if anything favor 
even more stringent legislation than is ad- 
vocated by the president. 


What of the Feud? 


Much interest centers m the swearing of 
Mr. La Follette as senator tomorrow. Cus- 
tom decrees that the credentials of a senator- 
elect shall be presented by his colleague, and 
that the two shall march down the center 
aisle together, arm in arm, to the bar of the 
senate where the oath is administered by the 
presiding officer. The spectacle of Senator 
Spooner and Senator La Foillette enacting 
such a role promises to be highly interesting. 
Their political differences have caused them 
to become personal enemies. Thus far no 
steps have been taken) by either looking 
toward a temporary reconciliation for the 
ceremony tomorrow. 

Gov. La Follette brought with, him his cre- 
dentials as senator,.signed by Gov. David- 
son, and they will be turned over to the 
president of the senate tomorrow morning or 
perhaps to Senator Spooner. The latter 
stands ready to perform his part in the act 
of swearing in his colleague andiit remaina 
only for La Follette to accept his good officés 
to make the réle complete. 


Other Personal Enmities.

PAID $5, 000 FEE 
TO BEGIN GASSUIT 


A. N. Brady Tells of Gift to D. 
0. Mills in Action Against 
Chicago Rate. 


HIS SYMPATHY IS REAL. 


Opposing Attorneys Seem Not Lm- 
pressed with Denial of 
Collusion. 


New York, Jan. 3.—[Special.]—“ Yes, I gave 
Mr. Milis $5,000 to begin his suit. But that’s 
not much money in Wall street.’’ 

This was the frank admission of Anthony 
N. Brady before H. N. Booth of Chicago, 
acting as federal examiner in the suit of 
D. QO. Milla against the People’s Gaslight 
and Coke company and the city of Chicago 
to prevent them from complying with and 
enforcing the ordinance to furnish gas at 

cents a thousand feet. 

With Mr. Brady’s testimony the case was 
brought to a close, at least for thé present, 
Lawyer D. K. Tone for the city announcing 
that the complainant had defeated his own 
end by proving unquestioned collusion be- 
tween the gas company officers and himself. 

Mr. Brady’s testimony was brief. He 
shared the witness stand during the hearing 
with C. K. G. Billings and George W. Knapp, 
president of the gas company, and James 
FB’. Meagher, counsel. 


Never Asked Brady for Money. 

It will be recalled that at the former hear- 
ing in November last Mills testified that 
Brady advanced $5,000 attorney fees yolun- 
tarily without asking any questions. He was 
positive that he, the witness, never had asked 
Brady for money. 

Immediately on its receipt he paid it over 
to Lawyer Guthrie of the firm of Guthrie, 
Gravath & Henderson of New York, as a re- 
tainer and to pay court fees. 

When asked if such action on the part of 
Brady was not unusual Mills remarked: 
*“* Few things are unusual in Wall street.” 

As a result of Mills’ testimony much inter- 
est was awakened in the summoning of Brady 
to the witness stand. He was asked a series 
of. leading questions regarding the organiza- 
tion of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, all of which he answered in monosyl- 
lables. 

Then Lawyer Guthrie of counsel for Millis 
asked: 

“Now, Mr. Brady, please tell us, as well 
as you can remember, how you cameé to ad- 
vance $5,000 to Mills?” 


In Sympathy with Mills. 

* Well, I knew Mills as a large stockholder 
of the gas company, and as I am a larg® 
stockholder as well I thought it only reason- 
able to advance money for attorney and court 
fees, as I am in perfect sympathy with Mills 
in this action.” 

“You don’t mean, of course, that you are 
in sympathy with Mr. Mills as a director of 
the gas company?” 

“No, sir; only as a stockholder.” 

*“ How did Mr. Mills approach you on the 
subject ?’’ 

“He came to me and said he had begun 
am action jointly against the gas company 
and the city ef Chicago. If I remember right- 
ly he said he had paid Mr. Guthrie $5,000 and 
he wanted to know what I would do to help 
him out. I answered thatI would give him 
the $5,000 which he had advanced.” *

BAT IP OP: BOODLE ORDER 


WITNESS IN HILL TRIAL TELLS 
HOW “GANG” MILKED QUAKERS. 
Evidence Against Former Chief of Fil- 
tration Bureau Explains Contrac- 
tor’s Fat Graft—87,000 Chewed Out 
6tf $750,000 Contract at One Bite 
and Official Records Juggled—Jury 
to Be Kept in Seclusion to Prevent 

Attempts at Bribery. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 3.—John W. Hill, 
former chief of the city’s filtration bureau, 
on trial for the alleged falsification of offi- 
celal records, ordered an assistant to “ eat 
up” a balance of $7,000 so that a contractor 
might benefit. This statement, by an offi- 
cial of the bureau under Hill, was the feature 
of today’s evidence. Frederick Schoffhauser, 
the engineer who made the siatement, is one 
ef the principal witnesses against his former 
ehief.~ In his evidence he said that under 
the contract for excavation for the Torres- 
dale filter plant, awarded to D. J. McNichol 
& Co., the limit of cost was to be $750,000 
In his statement of the work done Schoff- 
hauser said there was a balance of $7,000. 
Chief Hill, he declared, ordered him to “ cat 
it up,’ so that the contractor would derive 
the benefit. 

Contractor Gets the “Rakeoff.” 

Acting on these instructions he said he 
credited the contractor with 2,620 cubic feet 
of extra excavation, which werk, he asserted, 
was not performed. 

In the -croes examination of Schoffhauser 
by George 8S. Graham, counsel for Hill, the 
lawyer intimated that Schoffhauser had ¢on- 
cooted the “ eat it up "’ story in order to save 
himself from arrest on a charge of fraud in 
connection with the filtration contracts. The 
witness admitted that he had said he re- 
ceived $300 for altering the figures in the 
centract. 

Jury to Be Kept Secluded. 


William J. Logan, an assistant engineer in 
the filtration bureau, testified that he advised 
Schoffhauser not to change the figures in the 
statements, as requested by Chief Hill, un- 
less he was well rewarded for so doing. 

Only sevén of the numerous counts in the 
indictment against Hill will figure in the 
trial. All of these deal with the contracts of 
D. J. McNichol & Co., builders of the filtra- 
tion plant. Acting upon the request of Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell, Judge Audenreid ordered 
that the jury be kept in custody until the con- 
clusion of thetmal. This procedure is seldom 
resorted to in this city except in murder 
cazes. 


BREAK WINDOW OF STORE; 
ESCAPE WITH $500 IN GEMS. 


Bandits Rob Jewelry Shop of Herman 
Schultz in Same Manner That Bau- 
man Company Was Looted. 


—————— 


Robbera smashed the front window of the 
Herman Schultz jewelry store, 970 Milwau- 
kee aventie, early in the evening and es- 
caped with jewelry valued at §500. The 
methods employed by the bandits were the 
game ap those of the men who a few weeks 
ago robbed the store of the Bauman Jewelry 
company, 76 Madison street. 

Three men, each of whom was carrying 
a square package wrapped in a newspaper. 
were seen lingering near the window. They 
mingled with the persons inspecting the dis- 
play in the window and did not move away 
until all of the other persons had left. 

Then simultaneously the three men threw 
the packages through the window. Grab- 
bing all the jewelry within reach, they fled. 
Several pedestrians tried to stop the men 
but were wunhsuccessful. Two policemen 
joined fn the chase, but the robbers turned 
into a dark alley and escaped.

“wants to know,” the Missourian “ must 
be shown.” If in the past the under dog 
“had the larger share of sympathy it was be- 
“eause the power of oppression and misrule 
was usually on top. But times have 
3 sehanged. The right is winning battles. The 
~ forces that make for civilization, for prog- 
' fess, for ‘ultimate human happiness, are 
-triumphing all along the line. The under 
dog is getting little sympathy now because 
he generally deserves little. The plaintive 
“appeal of the beaten meets with a request 
for the facts.

- thing béaring the name of success, we want 
to know, we want some one to show us. 
“Money is not success. Perhaps in no other

» or financial affairs have recently brought

ELECTRICITY OR OIL. 

All .the-railroads entering Chicago make 
smoke and noise, but the Iinois Central is 
the chief offender. Its bad preéminence has 
brought it before the council. A resolution 
was introduced at the last meeting calling 
for the passage of an ordinance requiring 
the road to abandon within three years the 
use of steam locomotives within the city 
limits and to substitute electricity as the 
motive power. | 

If such an ordinance were watvietited to the 
vote of the persons living or doing business 


‘along the Illinois Central right of way not 


one ballot would be marked against it, 
Some of those oy are within the “ sphere 
of influetice ” the Illinois Central are 

specially ipihicd) hecednne of the. noises 
which rob them of quiet nights, while others 
complain particularly of the smoke and cin- 
ders with which it floods their premises. 

The council may not see its way clear to 
pass the ordinance. The Illinois Central 
is the chief offender as to smoke and noise, 
but if it alone were required to electrify its 
line it would contend that it was being dis- 
criminated against. It would go into the 
federal courts and assert that it was denied 
“the equal protection of the laws.’’ It is 
quite likely that the contention would be up- 
held. If the council were to require all the 
roads to electrify their lines within the city 
limits they would argue that it was unrea- 
sonable legislation, subjecting them to great 
and unhecessary expense—that it was an 
improper use of the police power. 

The coat burning locomotives ought to be 
So lomg as they 
are in use the smoke nuisance, for whose 
existence they are largely responsible, will 
not be abated. The roads should change to 
electricity. Perhaps they will after they 


. have seen* how it works on eastern roads | 


which are adopting it. They may become 
convinced that there is something to be 
gained by making the change. The Illinvis 
Central has been considering the advisabil- 
ity of using electric power for its suburban 
trains. If it were to do that the residents 


| of the populous districts it traverses would 
everywhere else in the world. But instead |

Of course, the Spencers can trace their an- 
cestry a good deal farther back than the 
firet duke of Marlborough. Indeed, Althorp,, 
the country seat and ancestral home from 
which Bobby Spencer is taking his title, was 
already in possession of the Spencer family 
prior to the reign of King Henry VIII., and 
among the members of this house was Ed- 
mund Spenser, the poet and author of the 
“ Faerie Queene,’’ who died from starvation 
on his return from Ireland, but who lies 
buried in Westminster abbey. In fact, many 
of the poems of Edmund Spenser are dedi- 
cated to the daughter of Sir John Spencer, 
the then master of Althorp, stress being laid 
in the verses upon the kinship which ex- 
isted between the writer and the young girl. 

> . 

The new Lord Althorp is a man of chival- 
rous instincts, and of a sense of honor un- 
fortunately rare in these modern days. For 
on the occasion of the troubles of the great 
banking house of Baring some fifteen years 
ago he, although possessed of no fortune of 
his own, voluntarily came to the rescue of 
his father-in-law, the late Lord Revelstoke, 
and of the other Baring relatives of his wife 
by surrendering to them her dowry. It was 
by sacrifices of this kind that the house of 
Baring was able to weather the storm, and 
now that it is once more cn the high tide 
of prosperity the money thug surrendered by 
Bobby Spencer has been restored to him. 
But at the time when he turned it over to 
the committee of liquidation formed by the 
leading bankers of London {f seemed doubt- 
ful whether he would see a penny of it again, 

The lord chamberlain of the household 
always changes with the administration and 
ranks immediately next to the lord steward 
of the household. He js invariably sworn 
in as a mémber of the privy council, and be- 
sides determining in behalf of the king the 
admissions to presentation at court and ex- 
ercising superintendence and control over 
all the officials and servants ‘‘ above stairs ”’

Moreover, it is to hee that is intrusted 
the licensing of plays in the name of the 
monarch... No play can be produced on any 
public stage in Engiand without being pre- 
viously licensed by the lord chamberlain, 
and the latter only grants the license after 
it has been carefully read and examined by 
a member of his staff, who hears the title of 
reader of plays. This practically has the 
effect of making the lor@ chamberlain the 
censor of the drama in England, and while 
Lord Clarendon, who has just resigned the 
office of lord chamberlain, came in for a good 
deal of abuse by declining to license several 
powerful but exceedingly unwholesome 
plays, including some of Ibsen’s and of Su- 
dermann’s, Lord Carrington incurred no end 
of chaff when lord chamberlain, some years 
ago, by declining to permit the American 
actress, Fay Templeton, to appear before 
the footlights in London until she satisfied 
his sense of propriety by adding a scarf to her 
unconventional costume.

Althotigh the various counselors of the 
czar are divided upon a number of matters 
with regard to the internal administration 
of the country, yet they are united upon one 
question—namely: as to the necessity of re- 
moving‘as speedily as possible all restric- 
tions upon the importation of foreign ma- 
chinery and material for the manufacture of 
mechanical appliances employed in industria] 
enterprises. This ig to be done by means of 
a special .ukase of the czar suspending for 
a time the operation of all tariffs upon such 
imports, a step which will prove or the ui- 
most importance to the American commer- 
cial intercourse with Russia. 

The principal objection thus far raised to 
this measure—and it has been raised only 
by *the grand ducal party—is that it might 
furnish the means of bringing arms and ex- 
plosives more easily into the country for the 
use of the revolutionists. Byt in reply it is 
pointed out that the revolutionists can ob- 


| tain all they want in the way of weapons by 
, other devices, and that so much machinery 
| has been destroyed throughout the empire 


during the recent disturbances and so many 
industries paralyzed in consequence there- 
of that it is imperative that the government 
should at all hazards encourage and aid the 
importation from abroad of the requisite 
machinery and material for manufactures.

‘“ To be confined during his majesty’s pleas- 
ure,”’ is the sentence pronounced by the 
English courts upon those who, indicted and 
tried for felony in the shape of arson, mur- 
derous assault, or homicide, are declared by 
the jury to be devoid of responsibility for 
their actions. Criminal convicts of this kind 
are imprisoned in the great asylum for the 
criminal insane at Broadmoor, situated with- 
in a motor drive of Windsor castle, and about 
a mile’s distance from Wellington college. 
It has always been understood until now 
that criminals of this kind were virtually 
prisoners for life, since even in the event 
of cure they were kept under restraint in 
consequence of the crime which they had 
perpetrated. 

This impression turns out to be erroneous. 
For John Conquest, former chief inspector 
of the detective department of Scotland 
yard, and now in charge of the detective de- 
partment of the Southeastern railroad, de- 
clares that ‘‘ there are in possession of their 
full liberty today many men and women who 
have attempted to take other people’s lives 
and who both during the late reign and since 


gthe accession of King Edward have been 


sentenced by the courts to be confined dur- 
ing the pleasure of the sovereign, but who 
have been released because the asylum doc- 
tors considered that they had recovered their 
sanity."’ The ex-chief of London’s detective 
police declares that the former ex-criminal 
insane are set free at Broadmoor without the 
fact being notified to the authorities. The 
police hear no more of them after they have 
left the court, and the ordinary precautions 
which are followed when a convict is re- 
leased on license are mot observed. In fact, 
no provision is made for the possibility of 
the recurrence of the homicidal mania of 
these former inmates of Broadmoor, where 
several of the would-be assassins of the 
late Queen Victoria were confined for many 
years. 

This remarkable and startling declaration 
on the part of Inspector Conquest opens up 
a new train of thought and furnishes a pos- 
sible explanation to many of those crimes 
which appear so unintelligible to the police 
just because they have been perpetrated 
without any apparent motive.

Mayor Addresses 


Greek- Americans. 


In a modest attempt to be sociable with the 
huge city which has heretofore seemed to 
ignore their life and traditions several? hun- 
dred members of the Greek colony held an 
enthusiastic ‘* Ameriqan-Greek meeting ” at 
Hull house last night. under the auspices of 
Miss Jane Addams. 

The city reciprocated to the extent of send- 
ing Mayor Dunne, Judge Edward O. Brown, 
and Prof. Paul Shorey of the —niversity of 
Chicago to tell the sensitive Hellenes that 
Chicago appreciated the “ glory of Hellas’’ 
even though Greek peddlers sometimes had a 
hard time of it. The meeting was voted a 
success, and may be followed by similar social 
gatherings during the year. 

The speakers’ platform was profusely 
draped with American and Greek flags, while 
portraits of President Roosevelt and King 
George of Greece and a picture of the Parthe- 
non hoked down upon the audience. Music 
was furnished by the “ crack ”’ orchestra of 
the Greek colony, whose members furnished a 
quiet lesson in patriotism by rising to their 
feet every time an American air was played.

‘1 am giad to have this opportunity,” said 
Mayor Dunne, whose arrival with Mrs. 
Dunne brought the audience to its feet with 
welcoming cries of ‘‘ Zitov, zitov, ze mayre,” 
“to tell the Greeks of Chicago that we are 
proud to have you among us. You bring 
traditions of democracy, literature, and art 
which we can not well surpass. I hope you 
will keep your traditions fresh in your own 
hearts and minds. 

**Some regard it as un-American for peo- 
ple to retain their own language and litera- 
ture when they become American citizens,”’ 
the mayor went on, ‘* but Iam always glad 
to see it. The man with a soft spot in his 
heart for the fatherland makes a good adopt- 
ed son, every time.’’ 

The presence of Mrs. Dunne seemed to 
please the members of the colony immensely, 
and when the two left, amid another volley 
of “zitov’’ (which means “ live forever ”’) 
the audience rose to its feet and remained 
standing until Mrs. Dunne had passed 
through the exit. 

Prof. Shorey delighted the audience by 
sprinkling Greek quotations into his speech. 
He praised the Greeks for the success which 
they had attained in their efforts to purify 
the Greek language as spoken today in Ath- 
ens, a feat which the philologists of Europe 
had declared was impossible. 

Judge Brown paid his tribute to the “ pure 
democracy "’ which Athens had established, 
and declared that he found fresh ammuni- 
tion against the critics of the jury system in 
the story of the dikasteries of Greece.

“The Greeks are the least understood of all 
the people within the union,’’ said C. N. Car- 
alopoulos, responding in English in behalf 
of the colony. ‘“‘ Most of them are from the 
laboring class. The educated and refined 
Greek, who achieves buginess andesocial suc- 
cess in Europe, finds it almost impossible 
here on account of the great combinations of 
capital, the high protective tariff, which 
prevents him from being an importer, and the 
prejudice of the Americans. Still, we have 
nine Greek doctors in Chicago alone and 
many other professional men. 

“The Greeks are never paupera. Dunning 
has not the name of a aingle Greek on its 
books. The belief that the Hellenes save 
money here to spend it at home is disproved 
by the statistics of immigration and emi- 
gration.”

_ DEFENDED BY J. OGDEN AR

He Declares Charg2s fab Icing Reasonable and Says Objection Conca es 
from Shippers but from Commission Men Who Are No 
; Longer Able to Deal Unfairly with Growers. 


A vigorous defense of the private freight 
car system against recent charges of rebating 
and extortion is made by J. Ogden Armour in 
‘an article this week in the Saturday Evening 
Post (copyright, 1906, by the Curtis Publish- 
ing company). The ‘article is the first of a 
series of six in which Mr. Armour will present 
the packers’ sfde of the questions relative to 
their business, which are now béfore’ the 
public. 

Briefly oulnmarine’. Mr. Armour’s state- 
ment of the private car question is as follows: 

Refrigerator cars were built by private capital 
first because the railroads refused to build them. 

It would be impracticable for railways to oper- 
ate refrigerator cars today by virtue of the pe- 
cular expansion of the business and its present 
vast expense of maintenance. 

The opposition to the private car lines originates 
not with the fruit growers but with the commis- 
sion men, who no longer are snatiee to plunder 
the growers. 

The Armour private cars have never been oper- 
ated as a device to secure rebates since the pro- 
hibitive law against rebates went into effect. 

The charges for refrigeration are reasonable 
and moderate, considertng’ the cest of icing on a 
wholesale scale and the hazards of the business. 

oo 


Mr. Armour’s argument in defense of the 
system developed by his father is nowhere 
80 emphatic as on the subject of the charge 
that the private refrigerator car is operated 
for the purpose of obtaining rebates from 
the railroads on the merchandise shipped. 

** Accident,” he says, “‘ seemed to decree 
that the meat and fruit refrigerator car 
should be builded by private enterprise, and 
certain industrial laws seem to have further 
decreed that the private car should remain 
in private hands, and that its private opera- 
tion and control give a far better service 
to the industries which employ it than could 
a refrigerator car owned by a railroad. All 
this is remote from a ‘device’ artificially 
called into being to dodge the rebate law. 

“ But let me add to this the statement that, 
in fact, the Armour private car is not used 
as a device to secure, directly or indirectly, 
rebates, discriminations, or concessions to 
the car line owning it, to the shipper using 
it, to the individuals—or any one of them— 
owning the Armour car Jines, or to any in- 
dividual near or remotely connected with 
the industry. It was determined when the 
prohibitive law against rebates went into 
effect it was to be obeyed and not evaded; 
that a policy of indirection and evasion was 
@ poor policy from any standpoint and would 
not be countenanced by the Armour inter- 
ests.

“ That there is a considerabje difference of 
opinion between the interstate commerce 
commission and the railroads, relating to 
the transportation of property from interior 
cities of the United States upon a through 
tariff over railroads and steamships to for- 
eign countries, is undeniable.

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UNBINDING CHINA’S PEMALE FEET. 

One of the greatest reforms in the world 
is silently accomplishing itself in China. 

Since negro slavery was abolished there has 
been nothing like it. Ten years ago every 
self-respecting Chinese woman, with the ex- 
ception of those in the province of Kwangst, 
had been mutilated as to her feet in order to 
please the distorted fancy of the men and be 
qualified for marriage. 

Missionaries for years tried to educate their 
converts to give up this cruelty, by which, 
according to Chinese calculations, 10 per cent 
of the girlhood of China was annually tor- 
tured to death, the remainder being con- 
demned-to drag out a life of suffering and 
comparative uselessness. On the Mongolian 
frontier women working in the flelds were 
obliged to do so on their knees, being unable 
to stand. In-Canton women had to be carried 
about pick-a-back, Whilst in remote Kaneuh 
they are still moving about their own houses 
on their knees. 

To mitigate their suffering and relieve their 
ennui all over China women often get up only 
at 6 o'clock in the evening, smoking opium 
pipes all through the night. The children of 
such mothegs are naturally confirmed opium 
sots; and it is from these that Chinese army 
officers are largely recruited. 

At last the dowager issued an imperial 
edict. Then, one by one, the great Chinese 
viceroys issued proclamations against bind- 
ing, generally in response to an interview or 4 
letter from the organizing secretary of the 
Natural Feet society. And now a letter from 
the far west of China says: “ China is chang- 
ing in a rapid way; unbound feet is the order 
of the day for little girls now; foreign style 
of clothes for boys, and drill everywhere.” 
From Shanghai comes the most delightful re- 
port of tte most encouraging side of the 
movement. The rich Shanghai officials have 
started a “ Tien Tsu Hui Girls’ school ”’ for 
the girls of good'family, who have either 
not bound their feet or unbound them, with 
the hope that the girls there educated may 
eventually become teachers in other schools 
all over China. 

Although only just started, eighty young 
women are already boarding at this school, 
and when it finished ite first term the place 
was packed, chiefly with Chinese gentlemen, 
to see the results.

Trading in privileges was conducted yes- 
terday afternoon under the rules of the new 
association for the first time in rooms in the 
rear of the Commerce building. The form of 
contracts has been changed. There is no 
“buying "\or “selling” of bids and offers. 
Instead, members bid for and offer specified 
amounts of grain as if trading in the regular 
market. An explanation of the method em- 
ployed is found in rule 8, which reads: 

In making said offers to make a contract to buy 
or sell the following mode of expression and none 
other shall be used: 

“I bid 87% cents for 10,000 bushels of May 
wheat,” or 

“I offer 10,000 bushels May wheat at 88 cénts.’’ 

The person wishing to receive such bid or offer 
shall say, *‘ Received.”’ 

In procuring said offers to make a contract to 
buy or sell the following mode of expression, and 
none other, shall be used, 

“*T'll receive a bid on 10,000 bushels May wheat 
at 87% cents.” 

“T'll receive an offer on 10,000 bushels May 
wheat at 88 cents.”’ ‘ 

The person wishing to make such bid or offer shal! 
say, *'.Made.’’ 

Only members of the board of trade will 
be admitted to membership in the new asso 
ciation, 


WAYSIDE TALES SEEKING 
~ TO QUIET TALESIDE-WAILS. 
Suit for Injunction, Rheatinn Infringe- 


ment, Argued Today—Respondent 
Claims to Be Only a Joke. 


Murray 8. Schloss; who issues a Chicago 
magazine known as Wayside Tales, yesterday 
issued a formal invitation to his feminine 
competitor in the domain of letters, Page 
Waller Sampson,-to appear in Judge Gary’s 
court today and watch him apply for an 
injunction restraining her from using Tale- 
side Walls as the name of a little monthly 
magazine she is issuing. "Only one number 
of Taleside Wails has been issued and that 
will be *‘ about all,’’ Mr. Schloss says, if he 
has his way about it. 

“I don’t want to be rude, but the name 
of that magazine is a palpable infringe 
ment,” says Mr. Schloss. 

Editor Sampson says it isn’t an infringe- 
ment; it’s a joke; rthermore, she is not 
responsible for Mr. Schloss’ lack of humor.

Range of os Futures. 
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Discussion of the proposed ch 
commission rule to double the rates both 
on commission and brokerage transactions 
was more general yesterday, following the 
posting of the rule which will be voted on 
in. the near future. There was some ef- 
fort to make it a political issue in the com- 
ing annual election, but it was found the 
candidates on each ticket were divided as to 
the merits of the ds mtg change. A large 
number of members, and ntly a grow- 
ing number, believe that business in grain 
and provisions is being done on too small 
margins and that the board of trade is big 
enough to advance commission rates and 
retain its business whether smaller western 
exchanges follow suit or not. They point 
out that a good deal of reciprocal business 
is done with other exchanges, commission 
men sending orders to Kansas City, 8t. Louts, 
or Minneapolis, to get business from those 
points; that the business from those points 
probably would come here anyway, and that 
an even exchange at present practically robs 
the business of all profits. Other commis- 
sion men would like to double the commis- 
sion rates if they were also sure of keeping 
their business and doubling their profits, 
but are afraid much of the business com- 
ing here wotld not be secured at doubie 
rates. They point to the small fluctuations 
in corn and oats in particular and draw the 
conclasion that In many instances traders 
who now get in the market two and three 
times, trading in and out, would not make 
more than one trade at the double commis- 
sion as against several under the present 
rule. They think ft might be possible to 
make some advance in rates, say from $6.25 
to $10.00 on trades in 5,000 bu lots, and half 
that rate to menibers, where rates of $12.50 
and $6.25 respectively might drive away too 
much business to prove profitable. The pro- 

increase from $1.25 to $2.50 for each 
5,000 bu lot for clearing trades for members 
is denounced by commission men who clear 
such trades as ridiculous. They declare that 
few even of the most successful scalpers, 
who do a large business, could stand such 
a price. 

George H. Phillips has been ‘con@ucting a 
special investigation to ascertain the oats 
supplies of the country as near as possible. 
Figures from about 1,100 replies, covering 
all the oats raising states In the country, ac- 
cording to his calculation, show heavy con- 
sumption and disappearance? of a large per- 
eentage of the large crop of 19%.

Out of this, 10 per cent 
could not be collected. This was the first 
full year’s business the firm did, and $10,000 
was lost.
